THE SPUR TRACK. 

On Monday Mayor Wilson and Councillors 
Kelly, Strang and Bellamy, inspected the 
survey of the proposed spur track, under 
the direction of the engineer, Mr. Randolph 
Bruce. They drove to the point of junction 
at “J. Irvine’s house on the N. W. 3 of 
section 21, tp. 52, range 24. From that 
point the line runs nearly due east about a 
mile over prairie until it strikes the valley 
of the Little Mill creek, which is crossed at 
an elevation of about 20 feet, making its 
sharpest curve, one of ten degrees, at this 
point. It then follows down the east bank 
of the creek to its junction with Mili creek 
and crosses both ereeks with one bridge at 
the junction, at an elevation of about 15 
feet. There isa nine degree curve at this 
point. These are the only curves of im- 
portance on the line. The line reaches the 
level of the creek bottom at the bridge on 
the road allowance running east from the 
“Y” in South Edmonton, and continues on 
the bottom until it comes to the Mill flat 
when it turns eastward to the river bank. 
The Mill creek is crossed twelve times, but 
the bridges are all low and only about 
thirty feet long. The embankments or 
trestles at the crossing of the Little Mill 
creek and at the junction of the creeks are 
the only high ones on the line. The max1- 
mum grade is 1.4ft. per hundred or about 
70 feet to the mile, which does not exceed 
the grades now operated on the C. & E. 
line at Red Deer and Blind Man, and this 
grade is only for a short distance rising out 
of the creek valley. For the greater part 
of the length the grade is only about one 
per cent. The ground on which the grade 
will be built has been pronounced sound 
aud secure by Mr. Bruce. Tho tote] length 
is 19,600 feet or about three and three- 
quarters miles. Mr. Bruce left on Tues- 
day’s train for $Calgary, and will forward 
detailed profile and estimate of cost by to- 
day’s train.

THE SPUR TRACK. 

The information already given by 
the engineer, Mr. Bruce, as to the 
practicability of an extension of the 
C. & E. track to the Mill flat opposite 
town, gives Edmonton a very different 
standing from that which it lad before 
the survey was made.

Now that we have it 
on unimpeachable authority that a satis- 
factory line with an easy grade can be 
constructed to the site of the proposed 
bridge, both the government and the 
railways would have to take upon them.

GOLD. 

It is about thirty years since gold 
was first mined on the Saskatchewan. 
It has been mined every year since; 
and there is more gold being taken out 
of the river this season than ever be- 
fore. When Yhe river was first struck 
miners made fifteen dollars a day ; this 
soon came down to ten, then to five 
and now it averages a little less than 
two. But the large number of miners 
now working for small pay take out 
more gold than the smaller number 
working for large pay did. There are 
now between 250 and 300 men at work 
on the river extending from Goose En. 
campment 80 miles above Edmonton to 


below Fort Pitt, 200 miles below, It] 


is a peculiarity of the gold in the Sas- 
ketchewan that it has no known source 
of supply and yet is apparently inex- 
haustible. Many bars on the river 
have been worked over and over and 
yet they yield pay. One reason of this 
no doubt is that most of the gold is in 
flat grains which do not sink readily in 
the water and therefore only a part are 
caught in the process of mining. 
Indeed that is one great art of mining, 
to save the gold that is distrubed by 
the shovel. On some vars the gold is 
lighter than on others and the heavier 
it is the more easily it is saved and the

GOLD ON THE ATHABASCA. 


Chas. Sandison aud W. Alexander return- 
ed on Tuesday from Fort Assiniboine on 
the Athabasca, where they had been wash- 
ing gold, by way of the Landing. They bring 
a good return of gold for the time employed 
mm actuel washing, the amount being $14 
per man per day often hours. They left 
Edmonton on April 17th, for the Pembina 
river by way of Lac la Nonne and reached 
the river 60 miles from Edmonton on the 
isth. They atonce fitted up a small boat 
they took with them and started down the 
Pembina river. They paddled five days 
down stream to reach the Athabasca, an 
actual distance of about fifty miles overland, 
but about 250 by the river, as it is a very 
crooked ‘stream. They reached the Atha- 
baca on the 23rd, and found the ice running 
and the river high. They lay at the mouth 
of the Pembina abouta week waiting for 
the river to clear of ice and godown. They 
then wentup stream about 35 miles and 
found nothing that would pay over $2.00 a 
day. They returned to the mouth of the 
Pembina and prospected around there for 
about ten miles up and down the Athabasca 
with no better results. They then started 
up stream again and on reaching a point 
near Fort Assiniboine )which only exists in 
name now) they struck a bar which yielded 
a cent and a halfto the shovel full. The 
gold was fine but heavy and therefore not 
ditticult to save. They washed on the bar 
for about ten days making about $28 a day 
between them; when the water rose and 
drove them off. They left the bar some 

place below Fort Assiniboine on Friday 
last, and reached the police post at the 
mouth of Slave riveron Saturday morning 
at 8 oclock, and the Landing on 
Sunday morning at 10 o'clock. They re- 
mained only a few hours at the Landing and 
came on to Edmonton. Messrs. Sandison 
and Alexander intend to return shortly and 
will prospect further up the river. They 
are confiden; that there is nothing worth 
while below the mouth of the Pembina and 
can form no idea as to the frequency of 
occurence of the pay barsabove,but they fear 
they are far apart. Fort Assiniboine is 
about 80 miles northwest of Edmonton, not 
quite so faras Athabasca Landing, but from 
the crossing of the Pembina near Lac la 
Nonne to the river,about 25 miles, pack horses 
have to be used as there is no cart trail. 
The country is burned on both sides of the 
Athabasca, and vast quantities of timber 
have been destroyed. The fires are sup- 
posed to be set purposely by the Indians to 
drive the game out of inaccessible places. 
The miners saw very little game,—a few 
moose tracks and one or twolynx. The 
Athabasca runs in a wide valley and has no 
cut banks like the Saskatchewan. There is 
no prairie along it and the wood is mixed 
spruce, tamarac, jack pine and poplar. A 
great deal of the soil is sandy.
